Issue Presented 

Should a patent, issued with the wrong drawings from a different application, be 
reprinted? 



Legal Authority

35 U.S.C. 1 54 states that "A copy of the specification and drawings shall be annexed to 
the patent and be part of such patent." Sec 35 U.S.C. 154(a)(4).

Background Facts 

The application was filed on January 4, 2001 with informal drawings. Then, on March 
28, 2001 formal drawings were filed. 

Examples of the difference between the correct drawings and issued drawings is shown 
as follows. Other examples can be seen by comparing the as filed drawings (Appendix A) with 
the issued patent drawings (Appendix B).

Someone, other than the applicant, filed the wrong informal drawings in this application 
file on April 4, 2005. Based on the following facts, the printing of the wrong drawings was due 
to a Patent Office mistake. 

1. The PTO's image file history online shows the erroneous drawings, but the it- 
filing is not even noted in the online transaction history. 

2. There is no record in the undersigned's files that the undersigned filed those 
incorrect drawings in the case. 

3. There is no indication of how the erroneous drawings got into the file of the 
present application. 

Apparently, since the erroneously filed set of drawings were erroneously believed to be 
the latest filed drawings, the erroneously filed drawings were the ones that were printed in the 
patent. 
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Analysis 

The patent has now been issued with the wrong set of drawings due to a PTO error. It is 
respectfully submitted that the Patent Office is required by the Patent statute to annex the 
specification and drawings to the patent and that they be part of that patent. Specifically, 
mandatory language is provided in 35 U.S.C. 154, saying that the drawings "shall" be annexed to 
the patent. 

The only reasonable construction of this language is that it is not sufficient that any old 
drawing be attached to the patent, but that the correct drawings must be attached to the patent. 

Merely issuing a certificate of correction would not comply with the statutory 
requirement because a certificate of correction is a separate document and would not meet the 
statutory requirement that the drawings shall be annexed to the patent. The only way to comply 
with this statutory requirement is to reprint the previously printed patent. Simply publishing a 
separate certificate of correction as a separate document would not cause the drawings to be 
annexed to the patent.
